Pensions for All. 


EDS. 
REPtBLicAs: I believe it would 


b} a wise and just policy for the govern- 
ment to give each soldier who helped 
put down the rebellion a pension of 812 
per month. To do this would require 
about 32CO,000,000 the first year; each 
succeeding year the amount would be less. 
All classes of industry and business would 
bs greatly benefitted by the quarterly 
distribution of 350,000,000 throughout 
the whole country at about an equal r'ltio 
to the population. 
It would create a de- 


mand for labor's products equal to the 
amount expended, 
Therefore, instead of 


decreasing the nation's wealth, it would 
be a big addition. For every dollar paid 
to labor for the creation of commodities 
of value would add to the aggregate 
wealth of the country. While the soldiers 
were fighting to save the Republic, pass- 
ing Jays of danger and nights of waking, 
those who staid at home prospered as no 
people had done befoie, More men made 
themselves millionaires during the four 
years of war, than from ths foundation o! 
the government to that time. Why this 
unprecedented creation and accumula- 
tion of wealth, for the reason that money 
was plenty, and made the exchange of 
commodities of value easy and rapid. 
This increased the demand—the demand 
gave employment to labor at wages so 
remunerative that all the people were 
stimulated to work. 


To put down the rebellion required 


men and money—men to do the fighting, 
money to feed, clothe and equip armies. 
Tae rich men furnished the money, the 
poor men did the fighting for thirteen 
dollars a month, in greenbacks that were 
only worth from thirty to fifty cents on 
the dollar. For this pittance thesoldiers 
faced the cskl of winter, the heat of 
summer and rebel bullets. The rich man 
for every dollar furnished the govern- 
ment received a bond for two dollars, 
with interest pavable in gold. The sol- 
diers' victories goon made tha bonds 
worth their face in gold, and more. The 
bondholders increased in wealth as m n 
had never done before. Th^se rich men 
passed through the heat of summer at 
thdr ornamental cottages, fanned by the 
cool, pure mountain brer-zjs; their win- 
ters in their palatial city homes, sur- 
rounded with all the comforts and lux- 
uries that money can buy. The soldiers 
left their humble, peaceful hnppy homes, 
their fathers, mothers, sisters, brothers, 
their little children, wives and sweet- 
hearts, and went to the front, and for 
four long, weary years, they stemmed the 
turbid current of cruel, relentless war. 
In the summer they were exposed to the 
heated miasmatic breezes from Southern 
swamps; their winters in mud and elush 
and chilling rains. Few returned with- 
out shattered aud dilapidated constitu- 
tions. 
The people without a murmur 


have paid the interest and much of the 
principal of the debt. The returned sol- 
diers willingly lent a helping hand to pay 
the bonds. 
Therefore, turn about is fair 


play; the capitalist should willingly help 
pay the soldier's pencil n.

4 Baltimore Girl Tells How the Spectacle 


Impressed Her. 


A Baltimore girl, who faints at the 


sicht of a caterpillar, turns green at 
the flow of blood, and is in every way 
of a most gentle and kindly nature, 
thus writes home about her-Jisit to a 
bull fight—the occasion beui2 the 
farewell to Paris of the prince of mat- 
adors, Louis Mamntini: 
"At last I have seen my first bull 


Beht, and I trust, my last. You could 
not have borne it five minutes, and I 
scarcely know how I did. 
'imagine an immense arena, witu 


22 000 people packed in circles, while 
innocent little white clouds Boated 
over an intensely blue sky. At times 
the tender hearted clouds shut the sky 
entirel v off from all view of what was 
roing "on beneath in the arena, while 
Frequent short April like showers of 
tears (!) fell from them, and it is to 
be hoped soothed the wounds of the 
six enraged bulls that succeeded each 
other to death. The occasion was Maz- 
zautini's farewell to the Parisian pub- 
lic, which has made such a hero of 
him 
Not only had fatted calfs been 


killed in his honor in appreciation of 
the fatted bulls which Mazzantim had 
killed with such glory, but hats and 
handkerchiefs waved, presents of sil- 
ver of gold and jewels were thrown 
to him after his little speech of fare- 
well and (lowers in forms of wreaths, 
bouquets, and hearts soon covered 
the "-ore stained ground. Of all these 
rifts the only one the Spanish grandee 
noticed at all was a simple bunch ol 
violets. This he stooped to pick up 
Hid kibscd in the direction of the fan 
flame who had thrown it. His two 
valets raised the more valuable gift; 
from the dust, while Mazzantim him 
self never deigned to even glance a 
the rich jewels scattered at his feet. 


"It was a wonderful sight, exciting 


past belief. I am glad to have seen it, 
For I learned something, but the one 
lesson completes the course. I'll see 
no more bull fights. The orches- 
tra played the music of 'Carmen as 
we came out, and I stopped to study 
the faces of the audience that but a 
few minutes before were in such ex- 
tremes of excitement, shouting and 
hissing when the poor bull, terrified 
and smarting, tried to save himself in- 
stead of showing the proper amount of 
flo-ht, and I remembered that J, too, 
a? the moment had arisen to my feet 
and rejoiced when a well planted 
lance, which I thought was costing 
the picador his life, as he stood direct- 
ly in front of the bull's horns, pierced 
the bull's .shoulder just as he lowered 
hishciul toblrike. Then the marvel- 
ous Ma/.xanUm leaped over the head 
and .stood <iuk-lly \\aiting until the 
now madoVued creature turned on him 
\\ith siiilicirnt ferocity to sulWy the 
most exacting hiascr. 


"Nothing can expri^s to you the in- 


tense artistic aspect ol the perform- 
ance. One has to see it to understand 
the science of these superb men. They 
walk with the dignity that princes are 
supposed to have in and out ol the 
jaws of death—a leap not any higher 
or less calm than just enough to keep 
them this side of eternity. 
Ihe little 


scarlet cloak, their only defensive 
weapon, and with this alone, they lead 
the infuriated animal to the exact spot 
where they wish to kill him. and then 
kill him/not at any haphazard mo- 
ment to save their own lives, but only 
at the signal given by the president. 
In Paris they do not kill the bull in 
the arena, but when the signal to kill 
is given, the matador's personal dan- 
ger is all the greater for not killing, 
is he must touch the bull in the vital 
spot alxn-e the head between 
the 


shoulders, just as the bull lowers his, 
head to gore him, thus going through 
the form, after which the bull is taken 
out by oxen and killed out of sight. 
Each bull, which is of a very high 
breed, belongs to some well known 
Spanish senor, and is worth a good 
many hundred dollars. But they say 
it cannot fight twice, as it must be put 
an end to; the honor of the family to 
whom it belongs is at stake by the way 
it fight.'-. 
, . 
"A wonderful sight, and always 


shall it live in my memory how the 
irtistu supuseded the human side oi 
it in my eyes. I had to grasp the 
smelling salts in ono hand, for you 
know how I turn sick at the sight ol 
blood and to .see those poor blind fold- 
•d horses raised on the horns of the 
maddened bulls made me turn faint 
for the moment, while the next I was 
fascinated by a wonderful science that 
turned life into a plaything. The cos- 
tumes and all tbe mise en scene are 
the most picturesque things imagina- 
ble. 
In fact, everything is done to 


make it endurable. Fierce feelings 
that I never imagined I had took pos- 
session of me, and I could scarcely 
realize my own lack of heart. For once 
and the last time 1 have seen this relic 
of a past barbarism, and I am glad to 
have had the experienced-Baltimore 
Sun. 


California's yloral TVealth.
